station installs lift

An Epsom pensioner says the fact 
that a train station near where she 
lives doesn’t have a proper lift is 
ridiculous. 

More than two years ago a peti¬ 
tion calling for step-free access to 
Stoneleigh station received more 
than 800 signatures. 

But since that time, no visible 
progress has been made. 

So when residents heard three 
months ago that an Epsom sta¬ 
tion would indeed be getting a lift, 
hopes rose. But as it turned out, it 
wasn’t Stoneleigh. Instead it was 
nearby Ewell West which would 
receive the upgrade. 

This angered pensioner Sylvia 
Hughes who said she would be a 
regular user of the station, were 
she physically capable of doing so. 

“I’ve got arthritis and going 
over those steps is horrible, it 
hurts my knees,” she said. 

“It isn’t just me though, we have 
a lot of elderly or disabled people 
around this area who have to ei¬ 


ther catch a taxi or hop on a bus to 
get around.” 

That bus Ms Hughes is referring 
to is the E16, and runs only once 
every two hours. 

“A lot of the elderly have got 
sticks and they just have to wait and 
wait, never knowing if the bus will 
be cancelled or not,” Ms Hughes 
said. 

“There are times people have had 
to just go back into their homes and 
wait another two hours for a bus to 
arrive. 

“It’s like living in the dark ages.” 

Under the plans for Ewell West, 
the existing bridge will be demol¬ 
ished, and a new, covered bridge 
will be put in its place, with two 
16-person lifts. 

A spokesman for Network Rail 
said at the time that it “nominated 
Ewell West station for Access for All 
funding as it met a number of the 
Department for Transport’s crite¬ 
ria and has increased footfall due to 
being the last station in the Oyster 
zone on the line between Raynes 
Park and Dorking.” 

But that doesn’t help Ms Hughes, 
who wants to see a new petition 
started so that one day she can ac¬ 
cess Stoneleigh without pain.

Burglars jailed

Two men who went on a two- 
day burglary spree across 
Chessington and Epsom have 
been jailed. 

Johnny Berry, 27, of Mer¬ 
lin Crescent, Edgware was 
sentenced to a total of seven 
years and two months at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday, June 22 after previ¬ 
ously pleading guilty to 15 
separate counts. He was 
given a further three-year ex¬ 
tended licence. 

His accomplice, 28-year-old 
Jason Smith, 28 of no fixed 
address was sentenced to a 
total of eight years in jail 
after being found guilty to 
14 counts, following an eight- 
day trial at Kingston Crown 
Court. 

He was given a further 
three-year extended licence, 
nine points on his driving li¬ 
cence and banned from driv¬ 
ing for two years and can re¬ 
apply upon release. 

Among the string of of¬ 



fences includes one instance 
where the pair dragged an 
84-year-old woman with de¬ 
mentia around her Chess¬ 
ington home while they stole 
watches and around £300 in 
cash. 

Since the attack, her health 
has declined and she is no 
longer able to live indepen¬ 
dently 

An incident in Ewell in¬ 
cluded the duo spraying a 
pregnant woman in the face 
with a corrosive substance. 

The victim suffered minor 
irritation and has since made 
a full recovery Nothing was 
stolen from the property 

Investigating officer, De¬ 
tective Constable Leo Far- 
non, said: “This conviction 
was made possible following 
the great work of the officers 
that responded to the emer¬ 
gency call on May 5, last year. 

“Officers stopped the vehi¬ 


cle involved and apprehend¬ 
ed Johnny Berry. This arrest 
revealed vital evidence that 
lead to the arrest of Jason 
Smith, who was spotted by 
switched-on officers in Har¬ 
row. 

“These men committed 
terrifying crimes, with no 
regard of how their actions 
would go on to distress the 
victims that night and con¬ 
tinue to have an affect nearly 
a year later. 

“I want to thank the vic¬ 
tims and their family for 
showing bravery, supporting 
the investigation and attend¬ 
ing court. I hope this convic¬ 
tion goes someway to provid¬ 
ing closure to the victims and 
their families.” 

In total, five of the at¬ 
tacks or attempted attacks 
took place in Chessington 
between May 4 and 5, two in 
Epsom and a further two in 
Hertfordshire. 

At sentencing, the judge 
said: “’’You were not afraid to 
intimidate, threaten and in¬ 
jure... I am satisfied that you 
targeted [the victim], seeing 
an 80 year-old woman return¬ 
ing home in the dark.”

Andy Thomas, managing director of 
England and Wales at Network Rail, 
said: “On very sunny days, rails in direct 
sunshine can be as much as 20C above 
air temperature, causing the steel to ex¬ 
pand markedly, and could - if not care¬ 
fully monitored and action taken - buckle, 
causing travel disruption.”

Suffragette statue ‘makes progress’ 


The addition of a famous suffragette to 
Epsom town centre is inching closer to 
reality. 

The group looking to install a life-size 
statue of Emily Wilding Davison has now 
launched its own website in the hopes of 
attracting more awareness to the project. 
The website details the Emily Davison 
Memorial Project and other national 
events to mark VOTE 100. 

It also also features Ms Davison’s 
timeline, looking back at her life from 
her birth in 1872 in Blackheath, London 
to her death in the Old Cottage Hospital, 
Alexandra Road, Epsom on June 8, 1913.

Volunteers are urging local 
residents to water “suffer¬ 
ing” street trees who are “ab¬ 
solutely desperate” after the 
recent spell of hot weather. 

Due to high temperatures 
and lack of rain, it’s believed 
that young trees across Ep¬ 
som and Ewell are struggling 
to survive. 

Mike Ford, chairman of 
the Epsom and Ewell Tree 
Advisory Board for nearly 24 
years said: “Our young trees 
are suffering badly at the mo¬ 
ment from lack of water We 
have had no rain for over a 
month and it seems likely 
that this hot dry weather is 
going to be here for some 
time yet.” 

Trees provide extensive 
health benefits for humans, 
helping with respiratory dis¬ 
eases while also cleaning the 
air. 

Surrey County Council 
who are responsible for most 
of the borough’s road don’t 
water the trees, leaving it up 
to volunteers to look after 
them. 

He said around 240 trees 


were planted on streets in 
the borough in 2017, and the 
young trees haven’t devel¬ 
oped roots to absorb water 
like the older trees can. 

The young trees need 
around two gallons of water 
every other day, and current¬ 
ly are relying on dedicated 
volunteers to provide care in 
the evening once the temper¬ 
ature has cooled down. 

With many roads to cover, 
the 12 volunteers are strug¬ 


gling to take care of all trees. 

Mike has appealed to local 
people to fill up their water¬ 
ing cans and help the cause. 

He stressed: “We are abso¬ 
lutely desperate. So please 
water a young tree near you. 
A couple of gallons every oth¬ 
er day will mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death.”

Sacked head 
of school IT in 
cyber attack

A Sutton IT technician who was em¬ 
ployed at a private school in Leatherhead 
has been sentenced this week after hack¬ 
ing into their systems. 

Donald Bart-Williams, of Devonshire 
Avenue, was sacked from his role at St 
John’s School but used his skills to hack 
into their software and disrupt their se¬ 
curity programmes. 

The 56-year-old was found guilty of 
fraud, computer misuse, and burglary 
and jailed in his absence at Guildford 
Crown Court on June 25. 

Detective Constable Paul Constable 
of Surrey Police said: “Donald Bart-Wil¬ 
liams abused the trust of his employers 
and committed his crimes in retaliation 
for being challenged about his profes¬ 
sional conduct and performance, inten¬ 
tionally subjecting his employer to a 
series of cyber attacks over a number 
of days - including denial of service and 
deletion of data. In addition to the cyber 
attacks, he used his position with [co¬ 
defendant] Gavin Strutt to defraud his 
employer, misusing and diverting funds 
by falsifying invoices and orders.” The 
fraudster committed the offences after he 
was sacked from his position as head of 
IT at St John’s School in March 2016. 

He then used remote access to “repeat¬ 


edly” hack into the school system by 
deleting data, disrupting the school’s in¬ 
ternet access and turn off “critical” sys¬ 
tems, according to police. Bart-Williams 
also illegally entered the school’s server 
room and cut fibre optic cables. 

Because he was convicted in his ab¬ 
sence, Guildford Crown Court has now 
issued a warrant for his arrest. 

A St John’s School spokesman said: 
“We are pleased with the outcome of the 
trial. As soon as we became suspicious of 
fraudulent activity, we alerted the police 
and have assisted them throughout so 
that this prosecution could be brought.” 

An investigation by police discov¬ 
ered Bart-Williams had “colluded” with 
Strutt, 35, of Aylward Drive in Stevenage, 
who worked for a data cabling service 
provider, to fraudulently invoice for IT 
equipment. 

The two had a conversation which in¬ 
volved discussing a quote for fibre optic 
cabling, to which Strutt asked Bart-Wil¬ 
liams, “What you thinking?” The latter 
then replies with an email to Strutt with 
an “improvised invoice” which read, 
“That gives us £4800 to share”. 

Police believe the two have fraudu¬ 
lently gained roughly £200,000 together 
between December 2014 and May 2016. 

Bart-Williams was sentenced to four- 
and-a-half years in prison while Strutt, 
after pleading guilty to fraudulently in¬ 
voicing for IT equipment, was handed an 
18-month suspended sentence.

LEAVE NO TRACE (15): Adapted from Peter Rock’s 
novel My Abandonment by director Debra Granik and 
screenwriting partner Anne Rosellini, Leave No Trace 
is a restrained yet profoundly moving portrait of the 
indomitable spirit that binds backwoods communities 
in the face of poverty and bureaucratic meddling. The 
film is shot through the inquisitive eyes of a teenage 
girl (Thomasin Harcourt McKenzie), who has been 
home-schooled since birth by her fiercely protective 
father (Ben Foster) and has never been allowed to 
socially integrate with other children. This emotionally 
bruised family chooses to live beneath the swaying 
canopy of a sprawling forest in Portland, Oregon, for¬ 
aging for mushrooms and hunting rabbits in between 
practising concealment drills. Their seemingly idyllic 
existence is reminiscent of the 2016 comedy drama 
Captain Fantastic starring Viggo Mortensen but also 
harks back to Granik’s Oscar-nominated second fea¬ 
ture, Winter’s Bone, which introduced audiences to 
Jennifer Lawrence. Like that picture, Leave No Trace 
explores bonds between troubled parents and re¬ 
sourceful children living on the fringes of society, and 
the harsh sacrifices that are sometimes made in the 
name of love. 

TAG (15): The Bible suggests that when we cross the 
threshold to adulthood, we should put away childish 
things. The quintet of fortysomething men, who reu¬ 
nite every year in Jeff Tomsic’s potty-mouthed buddy 
comedy, blow a raspberry at the idea of responsible 
behaviour now they have grown up. This merry band of 
suited professionals, wastrels and dreamers stave off 
the spectre of middle-age by devoting one month every 
year - May - to the playground game of tag, travelling 
between states and donning disguises if necessary to 
touch an unsuspecting victim. The last person to be 
tagged as the bell tolls midnight on May 31 is deemed 
the loser until the following year when the hijinks be¬ 
gin again. Aside from a horribly misjudged gag about 
miscarriage, which is milked to the point that toes curl, 
Tag complements bountiful laughs with heart-warming 
sentiment. 

ADRIFT (12A): Californian actress Shailene Woodley 
anchors an extraordinary true story of survival against 


the odds in the aftermath of a category four storm, 
which tore across the Pacific in the autumn of 1983. 
Baltasar Kormakur’s picture sails into similar choppy 
waters as the 2013 one-hander All Is Lost, which pitted 
Robert Redford against the raging elements of the In¬ 
dian Ocean in a stricken boat. The Icelandic filmmaker, 
who previously scaled the dizzy heights of Everest with 
Jake Gyllenhaal, shows an equally sure footing at sea, 
nimbly choreographing action sequences that quicken 
the pulse. He reserves the pivotal set-piece for the 
second half, marshalling digital effects and directorial 
brio to propel ill-fated lovebirds into the eye of a storm 
and a towering wall of water that will surely smash their 
44-foot yacht to smithereens. We are left in no doubt 
about the devastation wrought by Mother Nature on a 
couple, who never thought they would be stranded for 
41 days and 1500 miles from salvation. 

THE BOOKSHOP (PG): In an early scene from Span¬ 
ish writer-director Isabel Coixet’s adaptation of Penelo¬ 
pe Fitzgerald’s novel, one kindly resident of the Suffolk 
coastal town of Hardborough complains that reading is 
a physical ordeal for a working man. “Books leave me 
exhausted,” despairs the seafarer. “Real life’s enough 
for me.” Alas, the big screen version of The Bookshop 
also inspires an unshakeable weariness despite com¬ 
mitted performances from Emily Mortimer and Bill 
Nighy as the only residents of the close-knit commu¬ 
nity, willing to surrender themselves to the intoxicating 
power of the written word. Shot on location in North¬ 
ern Ireland and Spain, Coixet’s well-crafted portrait of 
narrow-mindedness and petty rivalry is crammed with 
a bewildering array of accents far from the madden¬ 
ing, parochial crowd that emerges vividly on the page. 
Lethargic direction and writing permeate the perfor¬ 
mances, begging us to question why anyone of sound 
mind would choose to move to a town that stands still 
and glares icily at the changing times. 

OCEAN’S 8 (12A): Crime pays handsomely in a con¬ 
voluted and effervescent caper, which continues the 
misadventures of the larcenous Ocean family from Ste¬ 
ven Soderbergh’s trilogy. Director Gary Ross’s stylish 
picture ditches George Clooney, Brad Pitt and their 
impeccably tailored brothers in arms for an all-female 


lead cast spearheaded by Oscar winners Sandra 
Bullock and Cate Blanchett. They plot an ambitious 
jewel robbery in plain sight which subtly acknowl¬ 
edges seismic shifts in gender politics by refusing to 
hire a male accomplice and strain the bonds of sis¬ 
terly solidarity. The loosely coiled plot, co-written by 
Olivia Milch, requires similar suspensions of disbelief 
to previous chapters but there’s a loopy logic to each 
narrative twist and our enjoyment stems from watching 
the pieces of an elaborate puzzle fall into place, often 
with seconds to spare. Ross’s direction doesn’t steal 
the limelight from an engaging cast, who are clearly 
enjoying themselves and their geniality is infectious. 

IN THE FADE (18): A mother’s courage is warped 
by grief and righteous indignation in writer-director 
Fatih Akin’s award-winning drama, which marries on¬ 
screen inner turmoil with a powerful score composed 
by Queens Of The Stone Age frontman Josh Homme. 


Bookmarked into three emotionally wrought chapters 
entitled Family, Justice and The Sea, In The Fade is a 
slow-burning German-language thriller of shifting moral 
certainties, which is distinguished by a tour-de-force 
central performance from Diane Kruger. Her fearless 
portrayal of an avenging angel, who vows to dole out 
the justice denied to her loved ones by the courts, 
scorches every frame of Akin’s picture as she careens 
at high speed towards a precipice of self-destruction. 
Kruger rips out her anguished mother’s heart as she 
ricochets between guilt, rage and incomprehension, 
numbing the pain with drugs scored from her lawyer 
before she emerges from a suicidal fug to pursue her 
violent vendetta. Courtroom scenes shimmer with sus¬ 
pense but once the verdict is delivered, tension dis¬ 
sipates and Akin relies increasingly on his luminous 
leading lady to energise a pedestrian final act that tests 
both our patience and sympathy.

Lending from the ‘Bank of Mum and Dad’ is 
now needed for 1 in 4 housing transactions 
in the UK, as young buyers increasingly rely 
on financial support from their parents to 
get onto the property ladder. 

According to the latest research and 
forecasts from Legal & General and the 
Centre for Economics and Business 
Research, it is estimated that 27 per cent 
of buyers will receive help from friends or 
family this year, with the Bank of Mum and 
Dad (BoMaD) lending the equivalent of 
£5.7 billion alone. 

Legal & General say that almost 317,000 
housing transactions this year would rely 
on at least some parental help, an increase 
of just over 18,000 since 2017, with 
London seeing the highest number of 
contributions. 

Those most likely to receive BoMaD 
assistance are aged 35 and under, 
however the stats reveal that 20 per cent of 
homeowners aged between 45 and 55 are 
now also relying on parental financing. 

But parents are starting to feel the pinch, 
with the research finding that the average 
contribution this year will be £ 18,000, 
down 17 per cent from 2017. Total lending 
has reduced from its height at £6.5 billion 



in 2017 to £5.7 billion in 2018. This is, 
however, still an overall increase from 2016, 
where lending peaked at £5 billion. 

While securing funding from the Bank 
of Mum and Dad is a popular way for 
millennials to meet stricter mortgage criteria 
and cope with rising property prices, fresh 
results suggest that it may not be the most 
affordable method of borrowing. 

Crowdfunding property service UOWN 
recently surveyed 2,500 parents in Britain 
who have loaned their children money for a 


home found that just over a quarter (25.6 per cent) 
would consider charging interest on a loan. The 
survey found that the average Bank of Mum & Dad 
interest rate was 4.3 per cent, which comes in much 
higher than the standard bank interest rates of 2 per 
cent or lower - meaning that parents could begin to 
profit greatly from giving their offspring afoot up on 
the property ladder. 

Nigel Wilson, Group Chief Executive at Legal & 
General, said: “The Bank of Mum and Dad remains 
a prime mover in the UK housing market, and will 
lend the best part of £6 billion to buyers this year, 


with over 3157)OLnfl^B^^M5iingLinderpinned 
by parental help. However, it’s clear that households 
are feeling the pinch, as BoMaD contributions have 
reduced by an average of 17 per cent from nearly 
£22,000 to a still very generous £18,000. 

“The fact that in 2018, 1 in 4 housing transactions 
in the UK will be dependent on the Bank of Mum and 
Dad, while hard-pressed parents are finding it more 
difficult to provide the funds to help their family with 
deposits, will further exacerbate the UK’s housing 
crisis. We need more homes for the young, old and 
families alike.”

When a tenant moves 
into a property, you must 
ensure that the tenancy 
agreement outlines who 
is responsible for the 
utility and council tax 
payments. For example, 
if you’ve included bills in 
the rent, or are receiving 
a direct payment, then it 
must be clearly stated in 
the contract. A tenant is 
not responsible for bills 
before they move in but 
they will need to notify the 
utility providers and local 
council of the move-in 
date and provide metre 
readings so they know 
when to start the charges 
from. If you have a tenant 
that has left the property 


and is in arrears on any 
utility bills, you will not be 
responsible for those bills 
and you should give the 
tenant’s current and up-to- 
date details to the supplier 
so they can chase for 
payment. You will become 
responsible once the 
fixed term of the tenancy 
agreement is reached and 
the property becomes 
empty, unless it was agreed 
they could leave early in 
which case you should have 
written confirmation of 
this. When a new tenant 
moves in, they will then 
become responsible for the 
bills. And lastly, if you or a 
new tenant are approached 
by bailiffs chasing up 
former debts, make sure 
to pass on any forwarding 
information of the previous 
tenant.

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The sun has finally returned to ours skies and you’re on the 
lookout for a little bit of summer reading. As keen follower of 
the property market, you’ve naturally signed up for all the daily 
newsletters charting the goings on in the market to make yourself 
a property whizz by autumn. 

But after reading all the different articles and opinions, you 
soon become confused. Very, very confused! 

One day you read that property prices are slowing, that the 
time to secure a sale is getting longer and that purchaser demand 
is in decline. 

The next day you see there’s been a surprise rise in mortgage 
applications; that asking prices are on the up and that more 
properties are being placed on the market than in recent times. It 
doesn’t exactly lead to a clear view of reality, does it? 

In the industry, we’re coming into contact with Joe Public 
each and every day and for a great many ‘normal people’, news 


headlines can lead to a huge amount of confusion and it’s our job, 

I believe, to instil some clarity and honesty. But what is that reality? 

Well, in my view it’s that things are all pretty positive. 

Rightmove recently reported that prices are at an all-time high, 
whilst Property Week highlighted that the number of properties 
being marketed across the UK’s top towns and cities is 
significantly up compared to last year. 

At its most basic, that means that average prices are up at the 
sametime as transactions are increasing -that’s surely a win, win 
situation and I believe it demonstrates that green shoots really are 
out there. Of course, reports and indices are all well and good, but 
they’re often measured using different criteria in different places 
at different times and, therefore, don’t provide useful points of 
comparison. 

And indeed, ‘the’ property market probably isn’t, in all honesty, 
a single entity in any case. The market is more likely a combined 


mixture of many micro markets, not just based on regions but on 
localised need, suburban nuances and individual circumstance. 

For a business such as Andrews, however, we do gain a pretty 
good insight into what’s happening out there. Our branch network 
extends across a diverse geographical landscape and while that 
is, admittedly, just across the South of the UK, there’s no denying 
the stark differences that can be seen between South London 
suburbia and rural Gloucestershire - noone would expect a 
one-bedroom flat in Stroud, Gloucestershire to command a similar 
value to its counterpart in South West London, would they?

In London (where some would lead you to believe the market 


is in freefall), our sales teams report a cooler market but one 
which remains encouragingly active. Similarly, sales demand in 
the South West remains high and the teams there anticipate price 
increases during the remainder of this year, albeit at a slower pace 
than they’ve witnessed before. 

And it’s a positive message in the lettings sectortoo where 
all our key markets are reporting an increasingly buoyant market 
where quality property stock is letting faster than ever. 

These aren’t areas that we’re comparing against one another. 
They’re simply places where confidence in property is buoyant 
and as an industry, it’s that which we need to remain focused on. 

I honestly believe that confidence is key and right now, there’s 
little reason not to be confident... unless you allow yourself to be 
too swayed by some headlines, of course!

THE VOLKSWAGEN GROUP’S 
MLB Evo platform has certainly 
spawned lots of luxury SUVs. 

First, we had the Audi Q7, 
then the Bentley Bentayga, 
the Porsche Cayenne, the 
Volkswagen Touareg, the 
Lamborghini Urus and now 
we’ve come back full circle to a 
derivative of the Q7, this swoopier 
Q8. 

You can see why Audi wants 
a slice of the large sector SUV- 
coupe market. BMW has, after 
all, shifted over half a million X6s 
since that car pioneered the 
genre a decade ago. 

This one rolls off the same 
Slovakian Bratislava line as the 
Q7, the Cayenne and the Touareg 
and shares the same wheelbase 
and cabin width as its large Audi 
stablemate. 

The driveway demeanour 
though, is very different here, the 
emphasis on fashion, rather than 
family. 

Audi’s understandably keen 
to point out the differences 
between this Q8 and the more 
conservative, family-oriented Q7 
model it’s mechanically based 
upon. 



Its coupe-style roof line makes 
it appear much lower than that 
sister model and it’s 66mm 
shorter and 27mm wider. 

Plus there’s a more distinctive 
front end, a shorter rear overhang 


and a mighty set of 21 -inch 
wheels. 

Thanks to the frameless doors, 
the coupe-type roof line stretches 
low across the vehicle body 
visually, ending in the a long roof 


spoiler. 

The roof line arches slightly 
towards the flat sloping, strong 
D-pillars, which are supported by 
wide, muscular contours. 

Inside, the cabin delivers the 


latest touch-sensitive piano black- 
trimmed interior we’ve lately seen 
in the brand’s rejuvenated A7 and 
A8 models.
